Alſo, The Manner how the Waters: 


brake in again with great Violence, on Mun- - 
day laſt about Noon, at the two ſtrong Sluces of Bonmel 
and Thieler, where about Thirty Villages were drown- 
ed and not any thing to be ſeen, but the tops of 
lome few Steeples _ Chimneys, many periſking 
in the VVaters; ſome eſcaping in Boats,and the 
poor Infants floating upon the raging VVaves 
in their Swadling-bands and Cradles 


Together with the {ad and wofull Cries and 


Groans of the poor diftreſſed Inhabitants 3 and 
the Ringing of the Bells backward, topre- 
vent the periſhing of others.

Ince my-laft uato.you, dated from the' Bri#, 1 


ave You an account of our Winter- ſuffermgs 
in theſe parts, which were cxceeding great and 
deplorable; bat chat which I have now te 
communicate, doth far ſarpaſs the greate(t calimi- 
ies that hath befglica theſe Countreys for many 
, dy For indeed, through the abundance of Snow 
falling for ſeveral dayes rogether, and upon a ſud- 
den Thaw alſo, the Seas {well'd, and:the, Waters , 
- grew

grew ſo exceeding high, that the Foundations of 
the Earth, and ſtrong Banks wore too weak for the 
righty force of the Waters, infomuch, that the 
Town of Garkham,Warſald, Fiate, and all the neigh- 
bouring Villages, have] received very great dama- 
ges; by reaſon" of rhe ſudden Inundation of the 
Waters about 11 of the Clock at Night, which 


brake down the-firpog Sluces.calted the Defence, . 


near unto the aforcſaid Town of Garkham ; divers 
of the Inhabitants being immediately ſurprized, by 
the&aging Billows , and furious Waves, of the 
mercileſs $c:8;having no nafice tg ſeciire their own 
lives, or any thing that was near and dear unto 
them but all the Inhabirznts in general, running 
ſome one way,and ſame another,the ſtreets ſound= 
ing withÞoud fhiricks; and 1amentable Out-Grycs, 
the Paretits pg, deleful moan' for their poor 
Children, and the Children fighing out fad ard 
Lamenta' le Cryes, for their dear and carcfull Pa- 
rents. 

An4rtruly. bad not the Magiſtrates of the Town 
been exceeding vig'laut, the loſs might have been 
far greater » but by firing of the Great Guns, and 
ripging cf the Bells hackward, the Inhabitants of 
the 6djacenit pars, had notice of this ſad inundati«- 
on of Waters - 16 That” havingthis tithety notice, 
many hundreds of Mgp, Women. and Children by 
the infinite Mercie* of Gad, eſcajed that which the 
Hand of Providence had decreed for others : for” 

146y jp the njght-time perifhed;the houſes ( moſt 
of hem ) beivg befutt thorning covered with Was 
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ters,and not any thing of ſame of them to be ſeen, 
but onely the tops of Chimneys. Yet, bleſſed be 
( v1, m-ny eſcaped away in ſmall Boats, and other 
tictic Veſſels, ſaving their Children, and ſorme few 
Goods. Butalas! here it did not end: for the 
next day betwixt 11. and 1z. of the Clock ia the 
Forevoon,the Waters came in again with great vio- 
lence, broke down the two ſtrong Sluces of Bonmel 
a!1d Thi-es, the roaring Billows and raging Waves, 
runming ſeveral wayes,en a ſudden tranſcended the 
tops of many houſcs, the Inhabicants being forced, 
as before, to ſhit for themſelves, ſome poor Infants 
flozting upon the lofty Waters, even in their ſw2d- 
ling clouts and Cradles, which it pleaſed God out 
of his infinite Mercies miraculouſly to preſerve 
for thuſc rear approaching dangers ard to make 
ſtri-;;crs. as well as their Relations, to adventure 
torth it: Poms, to takethem in, and preſerye them 
from 'efirud on, 

Lu? notwith:'anding many were preſerved, a 
pre: num Ct tiers Were that periſhed by theſe 
{pdde: inundations, end vreat ſtore of Cattcl like. 
wile th» 70 bewg almoſt forty Villapes drowned,

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The Tnhabitants that fled in Boats and the 
like,are many.z yet many there are that miſs 
each. his Friend : and as; there are ſome lefr 
Fatherleſs and Mothcrleſs,ſo are there many 
likewiſe left Childlcfs ; -and great enquiry 
up and down the Countreys, for their ſeyeral 
Friends and Relations, 

Many have been taken up dead in ſundry 
remote places, and all poſſible means are u- 
ſed by Engines, and other Inſtruments, for 
the draining of the Waters ; whichthe Lord 
of bis infinite Goodneſs proſper : and grant 
that for the time to come,not onely the In. 
habitants here in the Necherlands, but all o. 
chers,throughouc their reſpeAive Territories 
and Dominions, may bee preſerved from 
theſe ſad and deftrucive Inundations. 

Since this great Inundation, we hear of 
ſcme further loſs at Sea, eſpecially towards 
the Northern parts, where there hath been 
ſuch ſtrange Hurricanoes, and great ſtorms, 
that the like hath not been theſe many years. 
As touching the Ship you wricto me about, 
whole Voyage was to the ———— 
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Captain Johnſon was cancern'd, we hear | 
not any thing as yet of her; buterc Jong, I | 
doubt not but to anſwer your expettation 
therein, In the mean time, be pleaſed to 
take notice, that I have diſpatched away 
your laſt Letters,both to Hamboreuyh, and 
the cther places, 1 would havebeerrmore 
large upon thele particulars ; but by reaſon 
of the late Inundations, our time is ſpent in 
the {trengthening of many other Sluces, and 
repairing of the Sca.Banks about this City, 
the ſtorms being excceding great in thele 
arts, and for many years, the like not 
= in relation to Navigation, We bave 
ſundry gallant experienced Gentlemen come 
{rom divers places,unto whom our States are 
highly obliged for their indefatigable pains, 
and great care to prevent any future Inunda- 
tion: ſome Sluces which they have already 
made ſome progrels in, ſeem impregnable ; 
and many excellent Devices and Stratagems 
have they uſed, both of Wood and Iron,not 
only for the draining of the Waters, but alſo 


tor the rengthening of the Sea-Banks.
